£5,000) were £7,242,756, the corresponding 
figure for the gross receipts of the remaining 


2 small mills being only £183,276. There 


were in all 447 grain mills working in the 


Irish Free State in 1926 


Of the 105 important grain mills only 34 
made ‘flour; nine others made wheat meal, 
but no flour. The remaining 62 did not mill 
wheat. As 30 out of the 24 mills which made 
flour also milled maize, a separate account 
wa; not available in regard to flour-milling 
alone. Of the. 105 important mills 99 milled 
maize. 

The net selling value of the wheat products 
and by-products ofthe 105 important. mills 
was £4,466,995. of which wheat flour was 
valued at £5,646,978. Maize products were 
value £2,562,048. Oat products had a selling 
value of £151,475, and barley £9,520, other 
miscellaneous products making up the total 
net selling value £7,242,756. 

The cost of ingredients was £6,164,893, « 
fuel £111,602, and of bags, etc.. £311,168, 
making a total of £6.587,663, which, deducted 
from the total selling value, left the net out- 
put £655,000, or 9 per cent. of the gross 
output, 


SALARIES AND WAGES. 


In the 105 mills the salaries paid amounted 
to £155,538,. and the wages and- earnings to 
£302,365, making a tofal of £437,903. 

There were employed in the 105 mills 
5,048 persons, of whom 2,300 were wage- 
earners—i.e,, industrial workers, storekeepers, 
caters, etc.—and 648 proprietors ‘and salaried 
employés. Thevé were 108 females employed, 
of whom 55. were salaried emplovés. 

Work was carried on during fewer days in 
the flour mills than in the other mills. . In 
the flour mills apparently those engaged in 
the actual. milling processes. worked in. three 
shifts.in the 24 hours—in 44 hours. week for 
storemen and 47 and 48 hours for others. -In 
the other mills that produced no flour the 
working hours were. 48 a week in 31 of these 
mills, over 48 hours a week in 320 mills, and 
less than 48 hours a week in 10 mills, 

Of the ingredients used in the principal 105 
mills the amount of imported flour. was 
5,410,669 cwts., while that grown in the Free 
Sate used in these mills represented. 54,595 
ewts. Of the oats used 277,263 cwts. were 
grown in the Free State and 19,715 cwts. im- 
ported. The oats milled in 1926 represented 
only a very small proportion of the available 
supplied in the country, as was only to be 
expected, as oats are principallv fed to live- 
stock in an uncrushed or unmilled condition. 
The amount of barley used by malsters, dis- 
tillers and brewers in connection with their 
output in 1926 amounted to 1,969,502 cwts. 
The amount of barley used by maltsters, dis- 
in the Free State in 1926 was 120,965 cwts. 
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COURTMARTIAL AT CORK

OFFICER ACQUITTED. 
From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
. CORK, Thursday. 

At a General Courtmartial held in Collins 
Barracks, Cork, to-day, when Major-General 
Hogan was President, a young lieutenant in 
the Free State Army was acquitted of charges 
of consorting with a woman and acting 
contrary to good military discipline at 
Clonakilty on August 28th, when he was in 
charge of a funeral party. 

Sergeant Brown stated that he saw the 
oflicer introduced to the woman in the case at 
the graveside, and later, when the lorry broke 
down, the same’ wdéman' came across and 
spoke to him outside the Clonakilty Church. 
During the time necessary for the execution 
of repairs the officér gave his men one hour's 


if required, went across the 


street .tg the 
girl's house. ; a 


Superintendent MeCabe, Civic. Guard, 
stated that the military party were. still in 
the town at eleven o'clock. .He interviewed 
the officer in charge and advised him, to take 
them away. During. that conversation with 
the lieutenant he told the witness that he had 
met a very pretty girl in the town, and, on 
learning her name, the witness expressed 
surprise. . 

In the course oí cross-examination by Mr. 
J, A. MeCarthy, the witness admitted that 
there was nothing against the girl, but a 
sentence had been recorded against her 
mother for receiving stolen property. 

Further evidence of a similar nature having 
been given. the accused was found not 
guilty on the first charge, and, after legal 
arguments had been heard, he was discharged 
on all counts. 


DUNDALK GRAMMAR 
SCHOOL, 
. --—— — - ' 
ENCOURAGING .REPORT. 

The annual meeting of the Governors of the 
Dundalk Grammar School. was’ held in the 
school last week, The membérs present were 
the Rev. T. F. Campbell, M.A., in ‘the chair; 
the Rev. J. Moody, M.A. (trustee), Mr. M. 
Hesse, Mr. J. O'Neill. Mrs. Armstrong and 
the Rev. A. A. Hanbidge, M.A., headmaster. 

The headmaster said that he was able to 
report an increased progress in “the: school 
this year, as at every annual meeting since 
the re-opening of the school in 1921. Their 


} numbers were keeping at a high level, and 


thei, resalts in public examinations lad main- 
tained the high standard of previous years; 
but they suffered one great loss durifg the 
past. year in the death of Dean Hamilton, of 
Armagh. It was jargely due to his efforts 
that the school was re-opened in 192], and 
duving the difficult years which followed he 
was a tower of,strength to it. 

At the December examination of secondary 
schools conducted by the Board of Education, 
of the General Synod and of the General 
Assembly, thirty of the pupils entered and 
the large proportion of twenty-two gained 
over 65 per cent. and prizes. Over 85 per 
cent. and first prizes were gained by A. 
Rogan, M. Kerr, O'Neill, Jameson, Arm- 
strong Sansom and Scott. 

As regarded the Intermediate Certificate 
examination they were somewhat handicapped 
this year, as Irish was a compulsory subject 
for the examination for the first time. Ali 
their candidates were successful in all 
subjects, including Irish. They had not had 
a ringle failure in the Intermediate Certificate 
examination since its inception. All depart- 
ments of the school were well equipped and in 
a very satisfactory condition. 

On the motion of the Rev. J. 
seconded by Mr. Hesse, the report 
unanimously adopted. 

The .Rev. J: Moody proposed “that the 
very deepest smypathy of the Governors of 
the Dundaik Grammar School be ' conveyed 
to Mrs. Hamilton, and the sisters of the late 
Very Rev. the Dean of Armagh, the chairman 
of the trustees, in their sad bereavement.’’

The Secretary for Dominion

There is a Fore- 
word bythe Earl of Balfour, which sets 
the whole matter under the concentrated 
light of a great mind, and this Foreword 
itself is a remarkable document. 

“Mr. Amery,” Lord Balfour remarks, 
“is careful to remind us that the Empire 
of which he speaks so eloquently is the 
second to which our small island has 
given birth. The thirteen. American 
colonies, of which the first Empire in the 
main consisted; were the glory of the 
great age of discovery and colonisation. 
They remained members of it long enough 
to take their part in foiling the French 
scheme of conquest which would have 
blocked any Anglo-Saxon title to the vast 
unoccupied regions which stretched west- 
ward to the Pacific Ocean. Then came our 
unhappy quarrel, and (this time with 
French assistance) the political unity of 
Anglo-Saxon civilisation was for ever 
destroyed. Thus did the first British 
Empire tumble into ruins.” 

Was the quarrel inevitable ; and, if so, 
why? These are the questions to which 
Lord Balfour considers an answer impera- 
tive. He suggests that the right answer 
was found at the Imperial Conference, 
and that the conception of ‘‘ equal status 
among the self-governing communities 
within the, Empire,’”’ which: Mr, Amery 
preached with so much zeal, is the prin- 
ciple, that-wrlil bind together the present 
partners in the imperial unity, and will 
defy all shocks from within or from with- 
out.

N the two volumes.now published, the 
third and the fourth, of the papers 
which Colonel House deposited in the 
University’ of Yale, Professor Charles 
Seymour sifts carefully the material 
which historians of the future will sift 
many times in years to come. In these 
two volumes he reaches the fateful days of 
America’s entry into the War and carries 
the narrative to the equally fateful days 
of Versailles, On the whole, it seems 
that if the editorial economy had been 
more rigid, a more interesting book would 
have resulted; there is much material 
included in these, as in the preceding 
volumes, which could be spared without 
injuty to the narrative. . i 
Space is not available to dea] adeguately 
‘with the, many problems which presentéd 
themselves for solution during the fatefil 
period 1917-1919, but a few of them may 
be touched upon. . First im-importance»ts 
the controversial. matter ‘of the Secret 
Treaties. which, it will be recalled, Presi- 
dent. Wilson informed the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee of the Senate in August, 
1919, that he had no knowledge of before 
he reached Paris. It is now, in the third 
volume of these papers, made perfectly 
clear that the President had been fully 
informed about these Treaties by Lord 
Balfour during his mission to Arterica in 
January, 1918. Colonel House knew of 
the Secret Treaties and was afraid that if 
War Aims came to be discussed so early 
difficulties were sure to arise. 
The President took a different view, 
and when Lord Balfour saw -him they 
ranged over the entire field. The first 
interview was regarded by the President 
as ' unsatisfactory,’’ but the second mect- 
ing was more successful. Still, appar 
ently, the President took small note “of 
the Treaties, and in censequence Lord 
Balfour wrote him from London drawing 
special attention to the Italian claims. 
This should dispose, once for all, of the 
Presidential ignorance, and the sugges- 
tion is advanced. that he overlooked ‘the 
Secret Treaties amidst the complexities 
of the time.

When thé Peace Conference is dealt 
with the picture of the President that 
emerges is almost identical with that 
given to the world by Mr. J. M. Keynes 
many years ago.. Idealistic_and obstinate,

there being no guarantee except universal 
armaments, which would be disastrous, 
I hope I shall not be obliged to make this 
decision public,” Ultimately the ques- 
tion of the Freedom of the Seas was left 
for discussion “in the light of the new 
conditions which have arisen in the course 
of the war.” Efforts to discuss it since 
have not met with success.

The League of Nations came into being ; 
the United States refused to enter it ; and 
so the very basis of discussion was slat- 
tered. The Peace made, the President 
went home to fight another losing battle 
with his own people. He had found that 
nothing could be got “ that is worth while 
without fighting for it”; he fought 
doggedly and he lost. These two volumes 
will bé invaluable to all who desire to 
know from President Wilson’s point of 
view what. happened at Paris.

Afterwards he was a 
fellow of Brasenose College, Oxford, a 
professor of anatomy, 4 professor of 
music, a fellow of the Royal Society, 
author of the great Down survey, and the 
owner of extensive estates in Kerry, where 
he smelted iron (incidentally, it must be 
said, he was one of the first Irish land- 
lords who began a reckless destruction of 
trees). : 
Sir Robert Southwell owned part of the 
town of Kinsale, and held the title of 
Vice-Admiral of Munster, He had been 
sent as special envoy to Portugal, in 1671 
to Brussels and in 1680 to Berlin. Be- 
tween 1676 and 1690, for the most part, 
he was living in retirement at Kings- 
weston, near Brussels. After the Revolu- 
tion. he was Irish Secretary of State. 
Petty was interested in everything. He 
took pains to find out '' the quantity of 
Coles spent in Dublin” (it was “ not 
above 26 thousand tons of all sorts’’). 
The number of “ chimnyes’’ in Dublin 
was about 18,000. He went down to 
Wicklow, on hearing “-.a. rumot that a 
Whale of great bigness (and consequently 
worth) was cast up about 17*miles from 
this place,’ but was: disappointed -to find 
that “this Fish in its present Condition 
is of very little value by reason of her 
smallness, Leaness, and the want of all 
manner of Utensills to make Oyle oí 
** He was always inventing ‘some- 
time it was a double- 
bottomed unsinkable boat—which, how- 
ever, sunk with all hands.

‘ pacing saddle,” as he called it, which 
was contrived so that “ overthrowing may 
bee most easily prevented, but if it be 
overthrown (even upon a heap. of Pints).

PEPYS FROM A NEW 
ANGLE.

UST as there are people who prefer to 
read a. commentary on, Shakespeare 
than the plays themselves, so, we know, 
there are those who prefer papers on Pepys 
to the immortal diary. It is more to 
‘them to know that he was born in Salis- 
bury square than to hear what he says of 
the Great Fire of London—a magnriicent 
'e of description—or of the state of the 
Knglish Navy when the Dutch sailed up 
the Thames. This attitude of mind has 
led’ them. to read Pepys from the point 
of view of the nineteenth. century. Mr. 
Ponsonby; who must be considered as the 
great, oracle on diaries and didrists, brings 
us back to a. hetter standpoint, or rather 
threé-standpoints, and presents Pepys as 
he appeared to three ‘different publics—to 
‘his own contemporaries, to the eighteenth 
century, and to us of to-day. er 

This was well worth doing; because it 1s 
important that we should understand 
what sort of a figure Pepys presented 
to those who lived with him and how he 
fitted into the. life’*of his times,’ if we ‘are 
to enjoy the diary to its full relish. “So 
much has been made of Pepys’ “descriptions 
of the ladies who fluttered about King 
Charles’s Court that one is surprised to 
jlearn—painful though the truth máy be— 
that Pepys was not of their sei— he.was 
only, so to speak, looking vhrough the 
keyhole.”’ To his contemporaries he was 
a conscientious civil servant, a naval 
expert, a quiet, punctilious clerk, an un- 
assuming permanent official, and by no 
means the gay Lothario that the eyes of 
the nineteenth century saw in every page 
of the diary. . As the naval expert grew to 
middle age he fell from favour, and was 
dimly seen as an old collector gathering 
round him books and curiosities.. In suc- 
ceeding generations he had passed into the 
darkness of a forgotten past, to be finally 
discovered ‘illuminated with such 
brilliance as a living being that the light 
which dazzles as it sparkles on his tiniest 
features astounds us. more even than the 
man himself,”’ 

Does this detract from‘ the value of the 
diary itself? Mr. Ponsonby thinks not, 
and we, too. are of that opinion. Indeed, 
it seems to us that trying to look at Pepys 
as his contemporaries looked at him, the 
diary becomes all’ the more wonderful ; 
far more so than that of Barbellion, Marie 
Bashkirtseff, or any of those who” have 
attempted to put their mind on paper, 
with one eye on the manuscript and the 
other on posterity. There is nothing that 
vil) justify the“supposition that Pepys 
was writing for eventual fame; and so 
his diary, Pepys being what he really was, 
stands supreme.

The Poor Clares in Ireland (1629-1929).

NO QUORUM IN THE 
HOUSE. 


MR. BLYTHE TURNS HIS BACK 
ON CRITICISM. 


The MINISTER for FINANCE moved for a 
sapplementary vote of £14,658 to complete 
the sum for the Department of Finance. 

Mr. McENTEE (F.F., Dublin County), criti- 
aioe work of the Department, said that 
the Minister had failed to collect: as much 
revenue as he had collected last year. The 
sum was less by £676,000, and he suggested 
that.,the, conclusion they should come to on 
such a state of collection was that the people 
were being taxed beyond their capacity to 
pay. Therefore, the Ministry of Finance was 
not earn its duty properly. 

_ Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) asked the 
Minister for Finance if he would now speak. 

The SPEAKER said that if the Minister 
spoke he would conclude the debate. 

Mr. FLINN then proceeded to criticise 
the financial position of the country, and 
after a few minutes Mr, Blythe, who was the 
only Minister present, left the Chamber. 

A count of the House was taken at the 
request of Mr. Flinn, and it was found that 
there was not a quorum present. 

The bell brought in the Minister for Justice, 
the Minister for Lands and Fisheries and a 
number of deputies. 

Mr. FLINN said that the Minister for 
Finance did not desire to be present during 
the discussion of a tattet concerning his 
Department, and was prepared to leave com- 

letely unoccupied the Ministerial bench. The 
Minister had told them that he would not be 
able to balance his Budget next year except 
by borrowing. He would have to pay a high 
price for the money. They aid not build 
up the credit of the country by using assets 
as income. 

DEGRADING THE COUNTRY. 

Major COOPER (Government, Dublin 
County) said that Deputy Flinn seemed to be 
deeply concerned for the credit of this 
country, but his speeches had done all they 
could to cry down that credit. He had read 
a report of a speech of the deputy during the 
past week-end, in which he said that the 
Government was composed of men ef ‘second- 
hand brains. He (Major Cooper) did not 
know of anybody in the Dail to whom the 
remark aboyt second-hand brains could be 
better applied than to Deputy Flinn; for he had 
done more to e the country than any- 
body else. As tothe vote under consideration, 
there was a reduction as compared with that 
of last year of nearly £3,000. The contro] of 
overhead expenditure wrs ing on, and 
would continue. The credit of the country 
was high, and its indebtedness was low. That 
was due to the care of the Minister for 
Finance, and to the fact that the country was 
fairly governed. Their credit remained ‘high, 
because it was based on security and sound 
administration. Deputy Flinn knew the 
success of the first National Loan. 

Mr. FLINN—In spite of the Minister for 
Finance ! 

Major COOPER said that when Deputy 
Flinn was deprecating our financial condition 
he might have compared it with other 
countries in which loans had to be paid for, 
in some of them as high as 7 per cent. 

_ Mr. BLYTHE, rep ying, said that it was 
impossible yet to say how the revenue would 
work out. ‘The yield of all taxes was likely to 
be up to the estimate. Under heads in which 
the amount might be less, there was no reason 
to believe that it was because of a falling off 
in consumption. There wae nothing at all to 
indicate that the yield of taxation was 
seriously falling off. So far ‘as the Excise 
duties were. concerned, there had been a 
steadily reducing yield. In no other branch 
of revenue was there any indication of drying 


up of the source. 

In answer to Mr. T. J. O’Connell, the 
Minister said, in regard to the Teachers’ 
Pensions Fund, that they hoped to have the 
actuarial report published at an. early 
date. The fund was in an _ insolvent 
condition, and the teachers’ organisation 
would be consulted as to such proposals as 
wuld be made to put it into a state of 
solvency. 

The vote was carried by 68 votes to 60.

But the wi 
interest taken in the spsychology of chara 
is shown by the exceptionally we num 
of works that have appéared on t 
in very recent years; and. the appear 
of a works as Kretschmner’s '' ' 
and Character '” indicates that there is an 
awakening interest in practical character- 
ology. The fact that character is to some 
extent inherited proves that it has a physical 
basis. The researches of physiologists and 
anthropologists from time to time contribate 
valuable information for the characterologist. 
Thus, Levin has recently explained the fact, 
previously noted hy Schopenhauer, that sóns 
only inherit great mental endowment from 
the mother’s side, whereas it can be in- 
herited by a daughter from either side. . 

Character, in the sense in which we spoak 
of a man as a man of character, may be 
defined as the expression of a dissociated and 
integrating self. , This definition stresses the 
fact that the self to which we attribute 
character withdraws and dissociates itself 
from. what is immediate, and exhibits the 
specific function of integrating. But that 
is too narrow a definition for the purpose of 
practical characterology, which conveniently 
deals with character in a wider sense, and 
also with temperament, and even with jin- 
tellectual endowments. Sow 

The ordinary competitive examination, is 
not a test of character, and there are even 
many valuable intellectual qualities and 
characteristics as to which it gives very little 
information. As an illustration, there is the 
associated group of characteristics usually 
indicated by the terms—originality, inventive- 
ness, imagination. Then there is the dis- 
tinction. of a discriminating or. analytical 
type of mind, Powers of observation are 
only adequately tested by post-graduate re- 
search work. Tact is also an important 
characteristic, though strategy, which relies 
on big principles which have a 
way of winning in the long run, 
is even more valuable. Bacon ' noted 
the difference between the mind that is pro- 
portional to that which may be despatched 
at once and that which prefers what is only 
won by length of pursuit. Then there is the 
distinction, so much stressed by young and 
modern, writers, between the introvert and 
thé extravert. The introvert can sec facts 
because he knows his own personal equation 
and can allow for it, The extravert’s vision 
is always coloured by his subjectivity. The 
oxtravert is like the elephant who saw the 
eggs deserted by the mother bird and sat 
down to hatch them. 

BACON'S CRITERIA. 

But the main question is not one of the 
usefulness of a practical characterology, but 
as to its reliability. Bacon, in his “ Advance- 
ment of Learning, ' said that there were six 
different ways by which men may be known— 


words; (3) their actions; (4) their tempers; 
(5) their ends, and (6) their designs. This 
enumeration involves a considerable amount 
of cross-division. First of all, there is the 
behaviour test. The traits of character that 
are immediately revealed by general behaviour 
are frequently -the result of character- 
complexes: that is to say, result from the 
interaction of several character elements. The 
analysis of these composites into their com- 
ponents is often a psychological problem of 
no little difficulty. e inner workings of 
the mind are also often clearly revealed by 
outward expression. And so instinctive ex- 


There is a third test, which may be called 
the correlated form test, or physiognomy 
test. The compilation of statistics in respect 
of this test presupposes the existence of some 
independent reliable test. Suflic.ent atten- 
tion does not seem to be always paid to the 
application of this independent: test. It is 
not always an easy matter, for instance, to 
describe our own or anyone else's tempera- 
ment. Perhaps, the best field in which to 
obtain clear exemples.ofparticular kinds of 
temperament is the field of sport. The golf 
temperament is well known, and a number 
of unquestionable examples might ,be found. 
As to character in general, it is futile to hope 
to obtain materiat for really scientific in- 
vestigation by simply obtaining; say, speci- 
mens of handwriting from a number 
of distingushed members of this 
that professional class, There is hard! 
a vocation which “does. not . afio 
scope for very great variety of temperament 
and character, and, though in a less degree, 
even of intellctual endowment. | 

MODERN SCIENTIFIC VIEWS, 

Of the modern scientifie works on the sub- 
ject tue best is Kretschmer’s ‘‘ Physique and 
character.” But it may also be doubted how 
far Kretschmer’s physical and psychological 
distinctions drawn from pathological investi- 
eager are instructive in normal cases. There 

as also been much recent research into the 
psychological seactions of secretions of the 
ductless glands. The effect of operations on 
the thyroid and certain other glands is well 
known. Then Gouques has shown that many 
diseases, both mental and other, and also cer- 
tain criminal tendencies, may be accurately 
diagnosed from the handwriting. The review 
of the general position given Roback in 
his ‘* Psychology of Character ' is probably 
correct. He says :—‘‘ The time is now ripe 
for further experimentation on temperamental 
dispositions, and by the aid of further tests 
and questionnaires, and the co-operation of 
public institutions, we may anticipate in the 
not distant future a body of data which 
would be of incalculable value, not only 
theoretically per se, but practically, in the 
reduction of the amount of unhappiness 
caused so frequently by the following factors : 
(1) The entering into relationships without 
suificient insight ynto one another’s natures; 
(2) misunderstanding, due to unfamiliarity 
with temperaments other than our own; (35) 
obstacles in the way of terminating funda- 
mentally incompatible relationships; (4) tem- 
peramental adjustmeat in , the industrial 
isea] (5) the etfect of various. foods, drugs, 
alcoholic beverages, etc., on one’s tempera- 
inental disposition.” ! 

Sir William Thompson, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Justice Meredith, said that 
during the past seventy or eighty years the 
Society had many important and practical 
addresses; but he thought they would agree 
with him that that which they had just heard 
was one of the most brilliant that had been 
delivered.

Back to the Stars. 


Nicholas. Culpepper, the «-astrologer- 
physician, appears i in. ** Rewards and 
Fairies,’’ and now. Mr. Rudyard Kipling 
makes him the ‘text of a sermon. The 
speech to the Royal Society of Medicine 
may be described as a sermon. because it 
rebukes, warns and inspires. It is a 
rebuke ,to that. ‘‘ cock-sureness ” . of 
‘modern science which assumes that all 
knowledge has been discovered within the 
last hundred years. We laugh when. Mr. 
Kipling relates how Culpepper cast a 
horoscope for a sick girl. Even new most 
people—including medical students whose 
reading is confined to medical text-books— 
dismiss the oj]d astrologers’ and the 
mediseval doctors as a pack of. fools or 
impostors. As Mr. Kipling shows in his 
extraordinarily vivid way, some of these 
men were .the authentic pioneers of the 
most wonderfyl discoveries ° of - our age. 
Their material resourées were limited and 
their mechanical skill was erude.- They 


had feeble. telescopes and no microscopes ; 


in one of his stories Mr. Kipling suggests 
what Roger Bacon could have déne with a 
microscope. Nevertheless, they had genius 
and devotion that no’ later century—not 
even this century—has éxcelled., Their 
minds, if not their eyes, reachéd the ‘stars. 
Their “imagination, ‘directed by eternal 
principles of philosophy, guessed at 
secrets' of nature that were to remain’ 
undisclosed for half a millenniad. The 
men who pursued the philosopher’s stone, 
which was to transmute lead into gold, | 
were: fumbling‘ with’ the ‘facts of radium. 
As Mr. Kipling told the doctors last 
night, Nicholas Culpepper, introduced 
into the noblest of modern Jaboratories, 
or invited to “ listen in ” to Daventry, 
would not have turned a hair. In all 
wonders he would see expected 
manifestations of the ‘‘ primal influence ” 
that emanates from the stars. In effect, 
while the sincere astrologer-physician of 
earlier times was, by modern standards, a 
grossly ignorant person, his outlook was 
higher and wider than that of the average 
doctor of medicine or of science in these 
days. Mr. Kipling employs the scope of 
Nicholas Culpepper’s mind as a warning 
against the modern cult of specialisation. 
Is it not true that ninety per cent. of thé 
medical students at English and Irish 


such 


‘universities follow thin and -beaten paths, 


are content with a mainly technical know- 
ledge.and do not see the wood for the 
trees? With a fine gesture—and here is 
at. once the irony and. the inspiring 
element in his speech—Mr. Kipling 
beckons these narrowing minds hack to 
the spaciousness of the .astrologer’s out- 
look. Many of the old and, as 
thought, fantastic notions been 
translated into material triumphs ‘of 
Is it not possible—even probable 
—that other such notions hold a promise 
of like reward? “Mr. Kipling seems to 
hint—not without support from recent 
theory—that the emanations of the stars 
may be, as Culpepper believed, fateful in

wrest the dread. secret of cancer from. the 
motions of the universe. So we get back 
to the Greek. philosophera,-the founders of 
all science; but what does the average 
student of medicine know about the Greek 
philosophers ?

A significant-enalysis of railway traffic 
in Ireland during the first six months of 
this year is published by the Irish Trade 
Journal. During the period under review 
4,285,511 passengers made journeys on the 
Great Southern Railways—a reduction of 
15.25 per’ cent. on the number for the 
corresponding period last year. On the 
Great Northern Railway, however, the 
number was, 2,451,754—-an increase of 3.44 
per cent. The decrease of’ passengers 
paying ordinary fares continues, on 
both the northern and the. southern 
systems, but passengers making: journeys 
under excutsion or other cheap fare con- 
ditions have increased. Thus, on the Great 
Southern Railways there were less than a 
million passengers travelling with. cheap 
tickets in the first half of 1924; but.in the 
first half of 1927 there’ were 2,267,363, and 
in the corresponding period this year the 
total. was yet higher. On the Great 
Northern Railway 1,553,254 cheap fares 
in 1924 increased to 1,826,039 in 1927, and 
2,009,190 in 1928. Total: receipts for the 
half-year in respect of passengers on the 
Gréat Southern Railways—excluding those |: 
using season tickete—were £532,404, 
marking a reduction of 10.31 per cent. on 


the returns for the first half of 1927, while| 


on the Great Northern Railway the 
receipts were £209,652, marking a reduction 
of 8.28 per cent. These statistics show 
that the decline of railway passenger 
traffic still is far from being arrested; 
and that for short-distance traffic 
the railways are unlikely ever to 
prevail against their competitors. On the’

A Big lesue. 


In view of the *on-possumus attitude 
assumed by the Irish Free State Fxecy. 
tive, the answer of the Dominions Secretary 
next Monday will be awaited with some 
anxiety. Members interested in the case 
of the civil servants recognise the great 
difficulties of the situation ; for, owing to 
the view taken by the Free State Exeoy. 
tive, it no longer remains merely a ques. 
tion of money, but of far greater issues, 
‘In fact, it appears that the position of the 
Privy Council becomes a subject of dis. 
pute, since the Free State Executive finds 
itself unable to atcept the view that the 
(Jeeisions of that body have the force of 
Inw in a Dominion. [I understand that in 
official circles here the view is that the 
money will have to be found to satisfy the 
claims of thé civil servants, who are 
tlrought to number something approaching 
two thousand. Whether the British Trea. 
sury will support this view is at present 
highly problematical. 


Loyaliste’ Claims, 


A meeting of the Irish Claims Compen- 
sation Assoel iation was held here this after. 
noon, when Mr. Robert Sanders, who pre 
sided, pointed out that the situation was 
becoming really very serious. It was now 
seven years since the destruction of the 
lives and property of loyalists in Ireland 
had occurred, and while the Government. 
admitting its responsibilities, had set up a 
tribunal to assess the losses incurred, it 
was paying only in doles. It was sue- 
gested that there was no reason why all 
claims which had been fully investigated 
should not be paid off at once. A number 
of cases had not yet been heard, but the 
trish Grants Committee was sitting daily 
to take these. and would soon complete its 
duties. Mr. Sanders appealed to the 
House of Commons to take the matter up, 
nnd hoped that the long-delayed measure 
of justice would not be postponed beyond 
the lifetime of the present Parliament. 


Compensation. 

A result of the gathering was the 
passing of a unanimous resolution appeal- 
ing to Parliament íor a final settlement 
and payment without. farther delay of the 
claims fo. compensation due for damage to 
person and property. inflicted during the 
troubles in Treland; and urging that the 
halances due on the claims already de- 
cided -shotild be paid at once, together 
with interest, from the date of the losses 
sustained.

amount, £750,000. The first two amounts 
are fixed for all time; the third amount is

He charged Ministers with absolute 
neglect of the unemployed, and. alleged 
that no attempt had been made to put 
into operation any of ‘the many ' recom- 
mendations of the Unemployment ‘Com- 
mittee and the Gaeltacht Commission, “I 
propose,’ Mr. Cassidy concluded, “that 
this estimate be referred back for recon-

There, followed a series of charges 
against the Government.

THE ANCIENT IDEA.

He would find that the essential unity of 
creation is admitted as far forth as we 
have pluntbed infinity, and that man, 
Culpepper’s epitome of all, is in himself a 
universe of universes, each universe 
ordered—negatively and positively—by 
sympathy and antipathy—on the sdthe 
lines as hold the stars in their courses. 

Consequently, he would not be

Judgment was delivered in favour of the 
appellant and plaintiff in, the case of 
lizabeth Appelbe, farmer, of Carrigroe, near 
Clonakilty, Co. Cork, against the West Cork 
Board of Health (now known as the West 
Cork County Board of Public Assistance), the 
appeal having been brought from a judgment 
entered by Mr. Justice Sullivan at the trial 
of the action in the High Co:rt for the 
defendants. The plaintiff in the ;.:ion, a 
widow, with three children, claimed £3,000 
damages under Lord Campbeil’s Act for the 
loss of her husband, Hemry Appelbe, a farmer, 
aged 55, who died on the 19th of June, 1926, 
from personal injuries sustained by him as the 
result of a collision that occurred between a 
motor ambulance, the property of the de- 
fendants, and a pony and trap, which the 
deceased man was driving oh the public road 
near Pike Cross, Clonakilty. 
The jury found that the collision was due 
to the negligence of the driver of the 
ambulance, there being no contributory 
negligence on the part of the deceased man, 
which had been alleged, and assessed .the 
damages at £750, of which £350 was to go to 
the plaintiff and the remainder to her 
children. Mr. Justice Sullivan entered. judg- 
ment for the defendants, holding that the 
action was barred by the Public Authorities 
Protection Act, 1893, as pleaded by the de- 
fendants, which formed their main defence 
to the action. a 
The Court now allowed the appeal with 
costs, being unanimously oí opinion that 
the case did not come within the scope of the 
Public Protection Act, on the ground thut 
the business in which the defendants’ 
servant, the driver of the ambulance. was 
engaged at the time, was not one in connec- 
tion with the execution or performance of 
any public duty. 
Judgment was accordingly entered for the 
appellant and plaintiff, with costs of the 
action and of the appeal.

PEACH PRUNIN 
Writing on tliis subject in se Weehly 
lrwuh Times, the Gardening 
Correspondent says :— 

Peach pruning should now be under con- 
sideration, leaving the best of the current 
year’s young wood and cutting clean out 
the older-fruited wood as far os possible, 
taking care in slightly shortening back 
the young wood, on which next years 
fruit depends, te ‘cut back to a wood bud. 
Much can and must be done now as a 
preventive to trouble next season in the 
way of insect pests by carefully washing 
the main stems and branches with warm 
soapy water, using a soit brush, and 
alterwards painting them with a «creamy 
mixtyre made of soft soap, sulphur, and 
sufficient clay to give it a body.
